One of the reasons why amend 
ments to the Bank of Canada Act in¬ 
cluded a provision that the bills 
should be printed in French and Eng¬ 
lish was that the Taschereau govern¬ 
ment was tottering and a provincial 
election imminent. The strategists 
thought Mr. Bennett would oppose it 
and that was all they needed to defeat 
the Conservative end of the alliance 
opposed to the Quebec government. 
Speaking for himself alone, he did op¬

of bills in French alone for circula¬ 
tion in French districts. No matter 
what party is in power it has to yield 
on a question that is so important in 
Quebec and of so little importance 
elsewhere. We incline to the view that 
alt bills should be printed in both 
languages rather than having some in 
English and some in French,

The time has come to talk about po¬ 
tatoes, the price of. which has gone 
away up. This was one price that A;A. 
A. was going to advance by reducing 
production. Allotments were made for 
each state and for each farmer, rais¬ 
ing more than five bushels. A tax of 
45 cents a bushel was placed on all 
potatoes sold above the quota and new 
crimes were created. A man would 
pay $1000 fine or go to jail for a year 
for not packing his potatoes in en¬ 
closed and marked containers. He 
would pay $1000 fine or go to jail for 
a year for either selling or buying po¬ 
tatoes without tax stamps or tax— 
exemption stamps.

There was no over-production to 
stop or reduce and the shortage now 
is caused by nature not by the A.A.A. 
which was declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court and therefore 
did not get in its deadly work. If it 
had, the New Dealers could have said: 
“See what we did for you. Look at the 
price you are getting for your pota¬ 
toes. Who should get credit for this? 
Who but Roosevelt.” The action of the 
Supreme Court kept Roosevelt from 
getting credit for it, and the consum¬ 
ers can blame the drought for the 
price they have to pay, and blame 
Roosevelt too because if he had had 
his way the shortage would have 
amounted to something like a potato 
famine.

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judice and inclination to demagoguery 
so apparent generally, and the substi¬ 
tution of a more enlightened co-opera¬ 
tive and sympathetic attitude toward 
the affairs and relationships of men 
and Rations. There must be less of the 
narr'o*, material and dictatorial hum¬ 
an-will attitude, and the greater de¬ 
velopment of,the unselfish and spirit- 
, ual qualities.” 

, “Good government, either of a na- 
. tion or a municipal district, demands 
an understanding and comprehension 
’ of the problems involved.” This re¬ 
quired a constant study of an open 
and progressive mind based on a back¬ 
ground of knowledge and experience 
in the life of the community represent 
ed, thought the speaker... The second 
need, he explained, was the applica¬ 
tion of the knowledge and experience 
to the various problems in an orderly 
and sympathetic way. 

Speaking of reforms, Mr. McPher¬ 
son said: “Even to be a bit tardy at 
times with needed reforms is prefer¬ 
able to too active an imagination in 
designing irritating and little-needed 
restrictions. There is nbthing more 
confusing and annoying than too 
much fuss and trimmings and red 
. tape. Then there is the fine line that 
I marks the good judgment which dis- 
, cerns the real need for development 
and improvement and can properly 
balance against the ability of a peo- 
! pie to pay. Mere pressure for work to 
he done cannot be a guide as a neces¬ 
sity for such work. On the other hand, 
apathy or lack of appreciation of need 
ed deveiopent on the part of the pub¬ 
lic should not stay the hand of a gov¬ 
erning body' if a careful analysis 
shows the time for that improvement 
has come.” ^ . 

What is the relationship of a Board 
of Trade or other semi-public body 
to the community and to the govern¬ 
ing authorities, he questioned. An¬ 
swering Jiis own question, he quoted 
the development of ideas and of public 
opinion and the bringing of the devel¬ 
oped opinion to hear on the life of a 
community as a vital necessity of such 
an organization. “A co-ordinating in¬ 
fluence is needed to gather together 
the various elements of a community 
and harmonize the various viewoints, 
stimulating and developing a com¬ 
munity thought and opinion, thus 
welding into a useful and effective 
whole the best thought and effort of 
a community.” 

This was a work for a community- 
club or properly constituted Board of 
Trade, he said. “No machine can prop¬ 
erly function until all of its parts are 
contributing and brought into har¬ 
monious relationship. So, no commune 
ity can properly function until such 
c<T-ordination is effected." He stressed 
the vital point of gqod feeling between 
the rural and town sections of an ag¬ 
ricultural community. “The lack of 
such a conception in a community is 
to invite disaster. Instead of pro¬ 
gress and development there is a clash 
of interests, jealousies, ill feeling and 
a dissipation of potential strength,” 
he explained. 

“There is much joint planning that 
might he undertaken to the advantage 
of the whole rommunity.A proper spir 
it and outlook in a community goes far 
towards building a progressive and 
prosperous district.” Mr. Mcl’herson 
told of the possibility* of united offic¬ 
ial action between town and municipal 
councils. As an example he told of co¬ 
operation of organization for snow 
removal on,main feeder roads during 
the winter months. In many sections 
of the’province it was being done, he 
said. 

I Besides the material progress and de 
I velopment made possible by such ro- 
I operation there is the inestimable val¬ 
ue of harmony and goodwill and peace 
which Mt brings. “Such are the possi¬ 
bilities of intelligent co-operation and 
it is wth such aspiration and hopes 
that the Vulcan Board of Trade solic- 
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park to park.He said that there did not 
appear to be much hope for a road of 
this kind this year. 

Hospitals and Schools 

The speaker referred to the Hospi¬ 
tals Act and explained the new amend 
ment dealing with cases of sudden and 
urgent necessity. He believed that the 
new legislation is a step which would 
ultimately lead to state medicine, he-, 
lieving that the time was not far dis¬ 
tant when this would he instituted. 
Mr. Dawson told of the amendments 
to the School Act and explained the 
larger school units. 

Question Period 

At the conclusion of Mr. Dawson’s 
address, the chairman of the conven¬ 
tion, Sam Brown, president of the as¬ 
sociation, announced a question peroj 
iod. He warned the delegates not to 
mingle political viewpoints with their 
questions. Mr. Sinclair, Marquis dele¬ 
gate, asked on what terms the road 
work was to be done. Mr. Dawson re¬ 
plied that the government would bear 
all costs and that the work projects 
would not cost the municipalities any¬ 
thing. In answer to a question, he said 
that the government was taking over 
the extra cost of the mothers’ allow¬ 
ance on the 1st day of July. 

A number of delegates pointed out 
to Mr. Dawson that the Social Service 
1’ax on land valuq was not equitable 
and that the rural parts of the prov¬ 
ince were bearing too heavy a burden. 
Regarding the grasshopper campaign,, 
now in progress, Mr* Dawson stated 
that the government was bearing the 
total cost of supplies.. 

At the conclusion of the question 
period,. S. H. Fox, Dinton, moved a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Dawson. This 
was carried unanimously. 

Summerfallow is 
Regarded Best Bet 

Early this week when the heat was 
turned on and farmers began to scan 
the skies for rain, the first cries for 
more rain came from those who had 
stubbled in their wheat. The crop 
was the first to show signs of dry 1 
weather. 

It was ever thus. We have been 
learning -the lesson ever since 1910 
and we haven’t learned it yet. 
kills the weeds—if properly done— 
and it conserves two years’ supply *>f 
plant food for the growing crop. Avail 
ability of plant food means that less- 
moisture is necessary to provide the 
plant witlf the food it needs. When the 
soup is thin it takes more than when 
it is thick. 

•’’There are years when stubbled-in 
crops give good returns. They are few 
ami-far b e tw een. They are the gam¥-' 
lers’ come-on, however, and we sup¬ 
pose we will always have the stub- 
bldrs-in with us. But . because the 
stubbled-in-crop begins to burn is no 
reason why. in the average year, the 
summerfallow will also hum. There is 
hardly a year in which-South Alberta 
does not, at some time between June 
15 and August 16 run into a dry spot. 
’It is the summerfallowed crop which 
survives this test. The stubbled-in 
crop rarely survives a rainless period 
of hot weather and winds.-

T.V. Royalties Tubed 
To Help Production 

Hon. C. C. Ross’ Suggestion to Con¬ 
serve Gas, is Acted Upon 

Complying with a suggestion made 
by Hon. C. C. Ross, minister of lands 
and mines, the new Turner Valley 
Royalties crude producer will be 
tubed to conserve gas and in the belief 
that crude production will consequent¬ 
ly be increased. By using tubes to 
bring the oil to the surface only about 
one-third or one-quarter of the gas 
being produced by the well would be 
required for lifting purposes. The re¬ 
mainder would be conserved. 

The yield of pure oil from the well, 
after rotary water had been removed, 
is close to 900 barrels a day. 

Installations of storage tanks of 
modern type is expected to have an 
effect on the gravity of the oil being 
produced at the new well. Under pres¬ 
ent condition the oil is held in open 
tanks and the lighter oils at the top 
evaporate, thus lowering the gravitv 
as a whole. A slight increase in the 
gravity would result in Turner Valley- 
Royalties being paid $2.1? a barrel in¬ 
stead of $1.55 a barrel as at present. 

So much crude oil was contained in 
the Highwood No. 2 well in the ex¬ 
treme south end of Turner Valley. 
Thursday, that the crew had great d'f 
ficulty running casing to the lime 
stone. , 

The limestone horizon was encoun¬ 
tered Wednesday at 5,700 feet, mak¬ 
ing it a shallower well than Turnet 
Valley Royalties. When the casing i' 
run, it will he cemented to the lime-1 
■ ston e .uail owed t n ha rden a nd i n ab o u t - 
10 days’ time drilling will be resumed. 

Tar Sands Plant 
To Operate Soon 

First unit of a $100,000 plant for 
refining gasoline and other products 
from' McMurray bitumen will be con¬ 
structed at once and will be in produc¬ 
tion by mid-August, President R. C. 
Kitzinrmons of the International Rit- 
umtn Comnny, announced Thursday. 
The announcement follows closely up¬ 
on the heels of » derision of the com¬ 
pany—the first commercial producer 
of McMurray bitumen—to enlarge the 
capacity of its separation plant at 
once. v 

Operation of the refinery will make 
history in development of the im¬ 
mense beds of bituminous sands in the 
McMurray region, sands said to hold 
oil reserves ample for the entire Brit¬ 
ish Empire. The company has not solv¬ 
er! the baffling problem of separating 
bitumen cbmmercially as yet.. 

Proposed prosperity bonds will be 
very similar to the small Canadian 
dollar. • .
